It’s always a shock to look into the rear-view mirror and see the 
Holstein with the flashing red eye moving up, but those Highway 
Holsteins, known officially as California Highway Patrol cars, are on 
the road for a reason - a good reason, and if you or I happen to be 
that reason now and then - well, so be it. 

Actually, it’s the high-risk driver that highway patrolmen will be 
looking for over the Labor Day weekend - the guy (or gal) who is 
full of booze or hopped up on narcotics, the tail-gater, the speeder, 
the slow driver in the fast lane, which of course does not include you 
and me, but does include those other folks who might ram you and 
me into oblivion if the Holsteins were not on the highways. 

Over the Labor Day weekend, highway patrolmen will put in 
15,326 extra hours at an approximate cost of $300,000. Goal is to 
improve on the safety record of California drivers who succeeded in 
killing 48 persons over Labor Day last year. 

The extra effort will be statewide in scope, however some 40 high 
risk areas will get intensive coverage, including Bakersfield, Santa 
Ana, Sacramento, and the Golden Gate bridge. 

But it’s not all law enforcement. Highway patrolmen will also be 
assisting the driver who is in trouble because of mechanical failure, 


or because he ran out of gas. 


So if you are travelling over the Labor Day weekend, pay 
attention to what you’re doing.

IS 22.5 PERCENT 
IN TULARE COUNTY 


SACRAMENTO — Final 
county assessment ratios 
computed by the Board of 
Equalization place the average 
local property assessment level 
in Tulare county at 22.5 percent 
of market value, compared with 
the statewide weighted average 
of 23.8 percent. 

The differences in. the ratios 
from the 25 percent of market 
value required by law comes 
from the fact that county 
assessors are assessing at 25 
percent of the latest estimates of 
market value, but that all of the 
appraisals may not be 1973 
values. 

Because the county assessor 
lacks the staff to revalue all 
property every year, he may be 
basing many of his assessments 
on appraisals made two or three 
ears earlier.
